CMua and Japan. 

At about 9:25 a. m. on Juno 23d 
Hongkong city was visited by a severe 
shook of earthquake, moving from 
north-west to south-west. The effect

broke, tloors shook, and buildings wore 
felt to tremble. 

The Konian Catholics have had an- 
other disturbance at Anjen-hsien, in 
the Department of Jao-dhow, in which 
a chapel was burned uud some converts 
lost thoir lives. 

The Hongkong Chamber of Com- 
merce have applied to the local govern- 
ment for the report sent in by the re- 
cent commission with reforenco to the 
effect of the Chinese cruisers upon tho 
trade of the port. The application

The news froin Japari has littlo spe- 
cial interest. 

The Tai-o-moru, a large Japanese 
steamer with hurricane deck, wastota' 
ly lost turiug a storm on the 15th of 
June. She was driven ashore on the 
bank of the Akita river, on- -the weSt 
coast, near Ni-igato. Of the crew 27 
were lost; the passengers and the re 
maindor of tho hands managed to 
reacli shore. There were no Europe- 
ans on board. 

On the 6th inst. an American mail 
steamer arriving in Hakodate harbor 
ran into a junk laden vrith rice and 
sunk her. A claim was put in by tho 
owners of tho junk and her cargo for 
10,000 yon; but it was decided that 
fault lay entirely with the junk, as-'she 
exhibited no light. 

We have no veiy definite news from 
Formosa, except that the Japanese are 
clearing the sea coast of aborigines, 
which rather contrasts with a state 
ment wo saw It^tely in one of the Jap- 
an papers, that General Le Gendre 
had made treaties with all the tribes 
except one, and that the latter would 
inevitably come in. 

The paragraph in tho Herald of last 
evening, with regard io the rumor that 
China had declared war against Japan, 
has raised among the well-to-do Chin- 
ese of Yokohama, we are informed, an 
unusual state of excitement, as they 
apprehended the Japanese Govern 
ment will order them to leave tho 
country, inthe'PTentsOf war bei;ng do; 
clared. ■ 

A VALUABLE art discovery in an alms- 
house at Chartres is mentioned by the 
"Journal do Kouen." The governors 
of the almshouse, -wishing to adorn the 
chapel, req^e8ted^,the^'.ouratpI^j of.,^the 
Chartres Muleiini tiS'a'electfrbm among 
tho old canvases relegated to their lum 
bcr rooms such as, after some repairs 
might bo used for the jiurpose. The 
curator accordingly chose four.of from 
9 ft. to 13 ft. in height, representing 
saints. He proceeded to clean them, 
but while carefully washing them no- 
ticed that new paintings had been laid 
over the more primitive ones. Ho re- 
moved the false beards and additional 
draperies, and finished by bringing to 
light four magnificent canvases of Ve- 
rones, which are said to be genuine 
"chefs d'oeuvre." The governors of 
the almshouse have lent them to -the 
town of Chartres, and they are now 
placed in the Museum, where they at- 
tract daily, crowds, of 'wondering visi- 
tors wid' artistes. '

Improbable Report about 
Spain and Cuba. 

Nkw York, July 24:th. — A 'Sun's' 
WaahingLon special says: "I am able 
to inform you with pcsitive cort;ainty 
that the Spanish Legation here has 
recently been instructed from Madrid 
to approach Secretary Hamilton Fish 
with the inquiiy whether the United 
States be diBposecl to interfere ■with an 
armed force in Cuba with a view to as- 
certaining whether the people of that 
island really desire or not to separate 
tbemBelvos from the mother country. 
This proposition-is in accord with an 
intrigue which it seems for some timo 
has been maturing in Burd][5e, by vir- 
tue of which Germany and England 
are to iutervoue in Spain itself, and by 
means of bodies of troops to put a stop 
to the civil war now waging here, and 
place Fmce Alfonso on the throne. 
ITiis scheme has been managed es- 
pecially by Prussian diplomacy, and 
as the money which 5Inr«hal Serrano 
has had for soma timo past for tho 
purpose of paying the troops and carry- 
ing on his government has boon fur- 
nished to him from the Prussian trea- 
sury, it is clear that the proposition to 
make Alfonso King is not to bo op- 
posed by him, although common de- 
cency would forbid his taking a load- 
ing part in putting it into execution. 
When it is done, however, by foreign 
armies he can submit to it without in- 
curring special odium among his coun- 
trymen. A part of the project is that 
Prussia shall have some, small island 
in the "West Indies for a watering 
station, and the consent of the United 
States to this is to be comijensated by 
giving Cuba to her." 

The Secretary denies that there is 
any ground for the 'Sun's' assertions. 
There is no Spanish Minister in this 
countxy- atpresjsutj and, - the. -Spanish 
Charge d'Afifaireais not iri "V^aghing- 
ton.

Mr. Oolte? wont to Chinbha Island 
South America, in the spring of 1854,

funds, the property of Parker & Colter, 
Here ho was taken very ill, and ho then 
entrusted to a Mr. Jesuj) about $5,000, 
with instructions to iiurchase at Aleop 
& Co's Bank, atLima, Peru, exohanges 
on San Francisco for said sum, for his 
2)artner, John G. Parker, jr., of Olym- 
pia. Said exchange was to be address- 
to L. H. Parker, a prominent business 
man in San Francisco, as the best 
means of securing its receipt by his 
brother John.

Professor Uui^Iey on Uigher ' Edu- 
cation for Qirls. 

A public meeting, convened under 
the auspices of the Women's Educa- 
tionJUnion, was held at the Eyre Arms, 
St. John's Wood, London, recently,, 
for the purpose of pronioting the es- 
tablishment of a girl's public day- 
school in that district. Professor 
Huxley, who occupied the chair in the 
absence of Lord Aberdare, introduced 
the subject by referring to the three 
courses open to a man who desired to 
educate his daughters. Firatji^t^ere 
was the hoarding-school, 'Ufii there 
wore few thoroughly good ones, and 
those were exceedingly expensive; and 
the ordinary boardipg-school was tho 
last hg^QlUdSife^eisii;. , ' Thiemext alter- 
native was home-education, which had 
a great deal to recommend it, but it 
was a costly process, and, moreover, 
deprived girls of th'.< hcaltliy influences 
of coining in contact with other young 
minds and dill'erontteaohf*^iThe day- 
school was tho third ah^ best course, 
combining, as it did, both the advan- 
tages of thorough school and home 
teachings, and tho object of the "Wo- 
men's Education Union was to estab- 
lish schools, not as they are, but as 
they ought to be, in all the great .sub-_ 
urha^'disijibte of ]ki«#pn,(i§isi.qW$^|}j' 
he conceived, could be calculated to 
exert jnore ' ben^biol! Jin^n^hoQ upon 
tho welfare of the community than that. 
Tho company, in association with the 
Union, lias already founded schools at 
Netting Hill and Chelsea, which were 
exceedingly flourishing, and consider- 
ed to be a great boon to the residents of 
those neighborhoods. It was noM' jn'o- 
])osed to establish another for the dis- 
trict of St. Jolm's AN'ood, whore the 
education to be given would bo equal 
to that i)rovided for tho boys at Uni- 
versity College School. It was said, 
girls were physically, morally, and in- 
tellectually unequal, as a rulej to such 
an education; and, though he did not 
believe in the equality of woman and 
man, he yet disputed this jiosition. 
Experience proved that success in every 
station of l,||,e.waa less thej^^t.pf in-, 
tellectual' and- moral strepgtt 'than the 
exercise of patience, industry, and tem- 
per — qualities very much dependant 
upon healthy organisms. Taking, then, 
tho broad average, the central point of 
moral and intellectual capacity was ra- 
ther higher in the male than the fe- 
male groiip; hilt,"' thbugli? m^ was 
liiglier in that respect than woman, ho 
would not go so far as to say the low-' 
est of the women gronj) was lower than 
lowest of the nuui group. IJoth.liMW- 
ovor, stood on an equality in tho mat- 
tor of patience,.indti8ti7, and . temper, 
and as tho capacity for education rest- 
ed upon those qualities, he could dis- 
cover no reason why bringidg up tho 
educational standard of girls to the 
same level of l oys should bo calculat- 
ed to endanger their ijhysical welfare. 
Ho should, ^erefore>^ conclude: "That 
tho meeting^conlfder#"^tll^ jprovision 
for tho higher education for girls is in- 
adequate and unsatisfactory, and that 
measures should bo taken for offecting 
aniraprovoment,"

In a number of th« Boersen Courier, 
of Berlin, an incident is related of 
Prince Bismark's domestic life, which 
is uncommonly interesting.

The yiDuhg lady ■ was not . ac- 
customed to tho homage of the high 
society in which she moves. With her 
father she has been a great favorite 
ever since she gtew, up. When in Ber- 
lin ho has been wokt fo spen d with her 
whatever leisure ' 'i^meSM he could 
snatch from his. laborious occupations, 
and iu the country his idle hours have 
been usually pasedin her society. She 
Prince observed with "concern that hia 
daughter repelled - all proposals of 
marriage made to her. Thoughiwodad 
by tlie most eligible suitors, 'alttb^ 
the heirs of the richest families, mem- 
bers of the most ancient nobility, gen- 
tlemen filling the highest official posi- 
tons, even a ptrince, the yotmg lady 
declined 'them, all;' '.' ": 

After brooding for a long time over 
tho iiossible reasons of his daughter's 
conduct, tho Chancellor, believing at 
last that he had fathomed tho secret 
of her severity,opened his heart to her 
on the subkct;;R^,toldhe/thftf hi^.'wi^ 
sure that shd;vmust -have become pro- 
foundly attached to soine person infer- 
ior to himself in. position and wealth. 
He then begged her to mention the 
name of the man to whom she had 
given her, heart, as he, her father, was 
rich enough and powerful, .enough to 
change she conditions which might 
seem to render her lover an ineligible 
match. With flowing tears the young 
lady confessed that she did cherish 
such an afl:'ection as her father suspect- 
ed, an affection that was returned, but 
that her lover was a simj^le' 'Lenteliif^^ 
in the army. " ' -jV^f;}":"*" 

The next day the Lieutenant ap- 
peared in the presence of the father. 
The Chancellor hardly gave him timo 
to speak before saying: "I know why 
it seems to you impossible to become 
my son-in-law; notwithstanding , the 
difference of social position, j'ourwish 
shall be accomplished. Though 'I do 
not know you, the love of my daughter 
is to me sufficient guarantee of your 
worth,',' 

B,ut insi^'ad of the joyful thanks 
which the Prince naturally espect^diha 
received a reply of the following ten6Vt 
"I thank your ihfinite goodness, but 
this union is impossible. I belong to 
an old Catholic family. I cannot take 
home as my wife the daughter of him 
whom my family regard as an enemy 
of the Church, whom I myself am al- 
most compelled to look ujjon as such." 

The oflicer then sadly took his de- 
parture, leaving the Chancellor utter- 
ly confounded. Having summoned- 
his daughter^ the Chanc'ellof "'told' her 
that the. officer wholly;;" refused her 
hand, and that she must forget him. 

The danghter, becoming paler than 
ever, replied: "He is too honorable 
to deny his religious faith. I will' hot 
ask of him such a sacrifice, and if he 
desires it I — less believe thanfrbfiHKvall 
adopt his religion, to ren'ddr'oljr mar- 
riage, possible." Tho father saw ' his 
child become more inconsolable from 
day to day, and at length ho war 
thrown into a state of fearful excite- 
ment, which was not without conse- 
quence. So things stand at present.
